^“The most enthusiastic 
have addressed this year,” is the way 
the Hon. Frank Eddy characterized the 
meeting at Pequot last night, and well 
he might. 
The special train bearing about fifty 
republicans left here shortly after five 
o'clock. 
The only stop made was at 
Hubert to pick up Col. Freeman Thorpe, 
the pioneer painter who accompanied 
the party to Pequot. Arriving there the 
train was met by the Pequot band and 
escorted to the hotels where supper was 
served the hungry and jolly crowd. Af­ 
ter supper the crowd was led by the 
band to Woodman hall which had been 
fully seated for the occasion. 
After several selections by tho band, 
and right here it can bo truthfully said 
that Pequot has a band that many a 
larger town might well be proud of, the 
meeting was called to order by Mr. 
T. it. Butler, of Pequot, who moved 
that Judge 8. F. Alderman,of Brainerd, 
act as chairman of the meeting. 
Mr. Alderman, in his usually happy 
manner thanked the meeting for the 
honor done him and stated that be 
should call on several of the gentlemen 
present for five minutes speeches. 
He 
then called for Col. Freeman Thorpe. 
Col. 'Thorpe arose and stated that he 
had come I,CCO miles from the mining 
regions of Montana, to assist in the elec­ 
tion 
of his friend and fellow pioneer, 
lion. A. L. Cole. 
Mr. Thorpe dwelt es 
pecially on the iapid increase of the 
world s supply of gold and the conse­ 
quent enhancement of values, and urged 
Minnesota to get h e r lands in shape to 
how the purchase who were bound 
to come. 
E. ll. Simmons was the next man 
called out and made a short but effec 
tive speech. 
U. R. Wise was then called < ut. 
Mr. 
Wise added to his reputation as a speak­ 
er and made anew one as an impromptu 
rhymester and singer t Hat was a sur 
prise to his friends. 
Hon. I. W. Houck and Milo N. Young, 
candidates for the legislature, addressed 
the meeting and made a good impession. 
Dr. E. E. Holman, of Pine River, was 
the next speaker and roused the audi­ 
ence to a high pitch of enthusiasm. 
Attorney A. T. Larson, of Brainerd, 
was the next called on and in a clear 
cut, logical talk showed tho fallacies of 
some of Mr. Johnson's claims as to 
what he had done, showing that he 
claimed the credit for the present school 
system of Minnesota simply because he 
had not dared remove the republican 
superintendent of public instruction. 
Then came Hon. Frank 
Eddy, of 
Sauk Centre, who made the address of 
the evening. He started out by quoting 
Abraham Lincoln's, famous statement 
that this is a government of tho people, 
for the people and by the people, and 
said that to this could bo added truth­ 
fully that it was a government of party 
and by party. 
He referred humorously 
to the advent of Morse, of “Rising 8un 
Stove Polish” fame, in the national 
house as an independent and showed 
that as such ho was absolutely useless 
to himself or anyone else because he had 
no animation with either party. 
Mr. 
Eddy quoted statistics to show that 
only ore president, George Washingtsn, 
had been elected except as the repro 
sentative of a party and there had been 
only 12 “independent” governors and IO 
“independent” congressmen elected in 
the past 130 years. Whether we wanted 
it so or not, the country would be gov­ 
erned by some party he said, and it was 
up to the people to say what party it 
should be. Thoro was no condition so 
favorable to tho lobbyist and the grafter 
as a split administration. 
Every mem­ 
ber of the government could thus es­ 
cape responsibility by claiming that the 
other party was thwarting its attempts 
to carry out a policy demanded by tho 
people.

It was 
nearly l l 
o’clock when 
the meeting 
broke up and there was not a person 
left the hall before the close of Mr. 
Eddy’s address. 
Mr. Eddy also paid his respects to 
candidates for oilico who were ashamed 
of the party which nominated them, 
calling special attention to the bill 
of 
Merrill (J. TifTt and the keynote 
peoch 
of Gov. Johnson. Tho latter he said 
contained not one word as to the demo­ 
cratic party or democratic principle . 
The speech according to Mr. Eddy con­ 
tained about 18,(XX) words, and that if 
the capital “I ” Wfts cut out it would 
a mo ut to about 12,000 words. The re­ 
publican candidate, he said, was never 


ashamed to use tho party name whether 
the party was in the majority or in the 
minority. 
On tho contrary they wero 
proud of it. 
The Rrainerd party left Pequot about 
midnight, but wero delayed somewhat 
by log trains and reached homo at 1:45.

labor, to go 
to San 
Francisco and make a thorough and 
complete inquiry into the situation af­ 
fecting the exclusion of Japanese chil­ 
dren from tire schools 
provided for 
white children and the determination 
to place Japanese pupils in separate 
schools. 
The president is anxious to 
obtain at first hand from a cabinet of­ 
ficer who is acquainted with local con­ 
ditions in San Francisco full informa­ 
tion affecting every phase of the sub­ 
ject to tho end that whatever action 
is taken by this government may be 
after an accurate understanding of the 
situat ion. 
3'he determination to send Secretary 
Metcalf tv) San Francisco was one of 
the results of tho visit of Viscount, Ao- 
ki, the Japanese ambassador, who at a 
conference with Secretary Root Thtirs 
day asked in behalf of his government 
that Hie Japanese subjects in Califor­ 
nia be accorded their full rights under 
the treaty of 1894, including that of 
the 
children to 
attend the 
public 
schools of San 
Francisco.
